Sows Trouble Within Ranks 


For its principal aim is not to sup- 


ply the anti-Hitlerites in Germany 
with propaganda material. 
That is 


being done quite capably by the cxist- 
ng "under ground" movement, with 
which the league has no connection, 
whatever. 


The big idea is to sow dissension 


and create confusion within the Nazi 
movement, to make Nazi ifficials sus- 
picious of one another, to give the 
Gestapo the impression that the threat 
of the underground movement is great- 
er than it really is—and, as a final 
end-product, to arouse in the Nazi 
movement itself a distrustof Hitler.

The theory is that after 
some hundreds of bundles had been 
conficated in all parts of Germany, 
the Gestapo would begin to get highly 
exaggerated idea of the extent to which 
such material is actually reaching the 
populace. 


Creates IMock Disloyalty 


Then there was this sort of stunt. 


In a,.given German city the league 
miglit know that there are 200 Nazi 
groups. It would get its papmhlcts in- 
to the hands of 100 of the group lead- 
ers, 
These leaders, presumably, as 


loyal Nazis, would immediately turn 
the copies in to the Gestapo. 


But the other 100 group leaders, never 


having received any copies, would 
have notln'ng.to turn in. • The Gestapo 
however, assuming that idstribution 
was: made; to all. the groups in the city, 
vVJo'HJiJJjjEgiQ^guspeist.that.half of the 
group 'lenders' arc disloyal.' 


The same sort of suspicion Is spread 


in other ways. 
Documents indicat- 


ing that such-and-such a Nazi official 
is secretly aiding the anti-Hitlerites, 
or is at least lukewarm in his allegi- 
ance, arc "permitted" to falll into the 
hands of the Gespalo. 


Or perhaps an item can be planted 


in an American newspaper or radio- 
news service hinting that some Nazi 
official 
abroad—a military attache, 


possibly, or a consul—is consorting with 
enemiets of Nazism. 


The results of this sort of thing, as 


the league sees it, is the creation 
of suspicion, uncertainty and ill-will 
within the Nazi organization itself. 


Aimed at F.uehrcr Himself 


Part of the pamphlets sent to Ger- 


many are printed in England, or some 
other non-German tongue. The Ges- 
tapo naturally has them translated 
by government experts. These trans- 
lators are men of culture, many of 
them are non—Nazis whose devotion 
to Hitler is mild at best. 


They absorb what they translate, 


start talking about it to their friends 
and, before long, the material in the 
translated pamphlet becomes part of 
the undercover .gossip of people who 
could not otherwise be reached. 


And the central idea which the 


league's pamphlets aim to hammer 
liome is the idea that Hitler is less 
than a man. Whyq has he not married 
and produced a family? Isn't it be- 
cause he is defective in some way—\ 
because he is less than normal? This 
idea; already has some circulation 
within the Nazi party. 
If it can be 


judiciously spread from without, the 
solidarity and loyalty of the party 
certainly won't be improved. 


The league is amply finincecl and 


solidy organized. It has no notion 
that the campaign it plans will, of it- 
self, bring about the downfall of Hit- 
ler. 


It does believe that it will help to 


confuse the Nazi organization, that 
it will spread disquieting rumors and 
create poisonous suspicion, and that 
in the end it will help pave the way 
for Nazism's downfall.

The rapid progress of. medicine, par- 


ticularly in relationship to the coritro 
of diseases caused by germs, lias 
brought into common use a large 
nu'mber of strange materials and new 
names for them. These are frequent- 
ly misunderstood. 


We talk about serums and vaccines, 


blood transfusions, inoculations; otxins 
and antitoxins. Many people use the 
terms scrum nnd vaccine as if they 
were the same. Actually, these terms 
represent materials entirely different 
from each other. 
"" 


A'vaccine is made out of the" bodies 


of the germs themselves. The germs 
are grown on mixtures of blood or milk 
or both. Then they aro destroyed' by 
heat. The dead bodies) of the gerins 
constitute 
the 
vaccine. Sometimes, 


however, live, germs are used 'to make 
what is knokn as a "living vaccine." 


A serum represents the fluid mn- 


.terial of the blood of an animal, in- 
cluding the human'being, 'who has 
been previously inoculated Gather, with 
the' bodies of living germs or with the 
poisons of living germs or with the 
poisons deveoped by germs, and which 
has developed'in the blood •materials to 
resist such germs or their poisons. 


In other words, a serum is used be- 


cause it contains protective substances 
against germs and. their poisons. A 
vaccine is used because it stimulates 
the blood of the person^ into whom it 
is injected to form protective sub- 
stances. 


Sometimes it is possible ot develop 


protective materials without actually 
having isolated the exact cause of the 
disease. This is, for instance, the case 
in. relationship to vaccination against 
smallpox. ' 


We have not -isolated the germ or 


the organism which causes smallpox 
We do know, however/that cowpox is 
a similar disease; much m'ilder in char- 
acter. 


Therefore, material is taken from 
he eruption in a case of cowpox and 
:cratched onto the skin of a human 
being. This procedure is known as 
vaccination. It is followed by devel- 
opment in the body of the human be- 
ng of resistance to infection with 
mallpox. 
In contrast to such vaccination is 


the vaccination against typhoid fever. 


and whooping cough. In this type of 
vaccination the dead organisms, or the 
germs which cause, typhoid fever or 
which cause whooping cough, are in- 
jected, into the body of the human 
being, 
" 


The human being then builds re- 


sistance ' against these diseases. Vac

Sometimes the pois- 
on is injected in its concentrated form 
sometimes it Is greatly, weakened eith- 
er by heating or by the addition of an- 
iseptlc substances; sometimes the re- 
isting substance is added to the poison,

must act as if there -were no aggress- 
ion at all. Words may be futile, 
but war is not the only means of 
commanding a decent respect for 
the opinions of mankind. There are 
many methods short of war, but strong 
and more effective than mere words, 
of bringing home to AGBGRESSOR 
GOVERNMENTS the AGGREGATE 
SENTIMENT of our own people."
